Explaining the vast expansion and great contribution to the 
war effort of the Ferrying Division of the Air Transport Comfmand, 
of which the 21st Ferrying Group of the Palm Springs army air base 
is an integral part. Brig. Gen. Bob E. Nowland, new commanding 
general at the Ferrying Division, issued a comprehensive statement 
at his headquarters at Cincinnati last w eek. 


The 21st Ferrying Group, Lt. 
Col. Albert E. Higgins, command­ 
ing officer, is playing a promi­ 
nent part 
in 
this tremendous 
world wide program, at the local 
air base. 


OVER 27 ROUTES 


Ferrying Division crews are now 
operating 
regularly 
scheduled 
transport 
service 
over 
three 
foreign routes and by Sept. 15, 
1944, regularly scheduled military 
transport service will have been 
established 
over 
27 
domestic 
routes, Gen. Nowland said. 
On August 1, 1944, Nowland 
assumed command of the Ferry­ 
ing Division succeeding Brig. Gen. 
William H. Turner, transferred to 
an overseas assignment. General 
Nowland was familiar with op­ 
erations of his new Command 
because for the previous year he 
had been Chief of Staff at Head­ 
quarters 
Air 
Transport 
Com­ 
mand, parent organization of the 
Ferrying Division. 
The ferrying mission, first and 
most important of the Ferrying 
Division’s jobs, continues to keep 
pace with American aircraft pro­ 
duction. 
The Ferrying Division’s 
] training mission has shifted 
to 
emphasis on multi-engine aircraft 
in anticipation of the production 
trend. But it has been in trans­ 
port, both domestic and foreign, 
General Nowland noted, that the 
organization has had most growth. 


SET RECORD 


In the first half of 1944, Ferry­ 
ing Division crews established a 
record of 40,000,000 ton miles over 
foreign routes maintained by for­ 
eign divisions of Air Transport 
Command. 
The 
Fireball 
route 
terminating in Miami, Fla., 
and 
extending thousands of miles to­ 
ward India, has been in opera­ 
tion since Nov. 16, 1943. Two new 
foreign routes announced by Gen­ 
eral Nowland are the Crescent 
and the Snowball. 
The Crescent route has linked 
the Atlantic seaboard with India 


and the planes traverse approxi­ 
mately 11,000 miles in reaching 
its Far Eastern terminus. It ex­ 
tends across 
North Africa 
to 
Cairo and beyond. 
The Snowball route makes its 
over-water hop along the North 
Atlantic route and literally pro­ 
vides an aerial shuttle service 
between North America and the 
United Kingdom. It began regu­ 
larly scheduled operations daily 
on July 1, 1944. C-54’s are 
also 
used in this operation. 


BRING WOUNDED HOME 


The C-54s are equipped 
with 
litter equipm ent which makes it 
possible to transport war-wound­ 
ed home for hospitalization. 
It 
was revealed that recently 
the 
Snowball route has been moving 
1,100 pints of whole blood daily 
from the United States to 
the 
United Kingdom for use by our 
armed forces. 
Almost 13 billion pound miles 
of mail have been recorded 
by 
the Ferrying Division in foreign 
operations since the middle 
of 
November, 1943. This was estab­ 
lished in scheduled transport op­ 
eration and in foreign ferrying. 
The Arm y Postal Service is doing 
an enviable job in handling mail 
b e t w e e n 
soldiers, 
stationed 
throughout the world, and the 
home folk. The Ferrying Division 
is proud to assist in that service. 
Since early in the war, com­ 
mercial airlines maintained a do­ 
mestic m ilitary cargo service un­ 
der contract with Air Transport 
Command. These domestic mili­ 
tary contracts began term inating 
in mid-summ er of this year and 
the ' Ferrying Division began as­ 
suming responsibility for contin­ 
uation of the service.

Congresman John Phillips is 
one of 12 members of Congress 
invited by the British govern­ 
ment to come to that country to 
study labor and agriculture con­ 
ditions.

Washington, D. C., by British 
clipper plane, Saturday night, 
and expected to arrive in Eng­ 
land in time for lunch Monday. 
It is possible that the Congress­ 
man may visit France before he 
returns to the United States by 
boat about October 1. 


The two Los Angeles sessions^ 
of the general hearing (August 
18 and 21) were marked by an 
atmosphere of harmony and the 
serious desire of both Commis­ 
sion members and utility repre­ 
sentatives to arrive at a sound 
basis for utility rate handling 
under war conditions.

phasized that any rates which 
shall be fixed in California must 
take into account the period in 
the future during which such 
rates will be effective. Obviously,

C hester Bowles, blue tokens w ill 
be discontinued O ctober 1. R e­ 
m oval of practically all 
canned 
and bottled vegetables and fruit 
spreads and specialties from the 
processed food rationing program 
on Sept. 17 is th e cause. 
Most items a fte r that date will 
have points in m ultiples of 
ten 
elim inating the need for change. 
Points will still be required for 
canned fruits, canned juices, can­ 
ned tomatoes, catsup and 
chile 
sauce. 
Up to Sunday, therefore, blue 
tokens w ill be used just as now. 
A fter Sunday, no m ore w ill 
be 
given in change and until Sept. 
30, the blue tokens m ay be spent 
in tens only. A fter Oct. 1, blue 
tokens will have no value, except 
possibly as souvenirs. 
Red tokens, how ever, will still 
be in use.
